With fair weather, outtora B. Har- 
mon will fly the St. Louis river front in 
his Farman biplane Saturday afternoon, 
Sept. 10, and Harmon and Capt. Thomas 
S. Baldwin will give exhibition field 
flights, probably including .a flight 


, across the Mississippi, on the two days 


following. 

““Mits ‘assurances was “given 

by Baldwin, who is in St. Louis as 
. Harmon's personal representative and 
the guest of the Post-Dispatch, to out- 
line the necessary arrangements for the 
three days’ flights. 

The tract east of Calvary Cemotery, 
long. North Broadway, was selected by 
Baldwin Tuesday afternoon as the start- 
ing point for the river flights and as 
the field for the aviation exhibition. 
Through arrangements being made by 
the Post-Dispatch and a citizens’ com- 
mittee, all flights will be free to the 
public. 

Baldwin Enthusiastic. 

Baldwin, who has been in the air al- 
most daily this summer, was nearly cay- 
ried off his feet with enthusiasm as he 
viewed the North St. Louis field Tues- 
day afternoon. He not only declared, 
speaking of the river flight, that Har- 
mon would “eat it up,” but he said he 
would not be satisfied himself without 
flying over the Mississippi. 

“IT don’t intend to compete with Har- 
mon,”’ he said, Put I certainly do in- 
tend to be the next man after him to 
go over that river in an aeroplane.” He 
said he would probably plan to land at 
Washington Park, East St. Louis, and 
the jatter field was included in his in- 
spection schedule for Wednesday. 

“This ‘is gold coin!’’ exclaimed the 


' peasoned aeronaut and aviator. as he 


paced the long stretch of level land Le- 
‘ween the Terminal and Wabash rail- 
road\ tracks, near the corner of Bulwer 
atid Campbell avenues. 

“If I hal.to take pencil and paper and 
map out just the kind of a field 1 
wanted,” he continued, “I couldn't beat 
this. one. Look over there.”’ and he 
pointed southeast towa d the arches of 
the, Merchants’ Bridge. “Not a thing 
in the way between here and the river, 
and as fine a level as a man could want 
to get a start on. Just run a roller over 
it, get a few clumps of weeds down 
and some boulders out of the way for 
a width of say 100 feet, and you've got 
the starting place. | 

Round Trip Probable. 

“How far from here to South St. 
Not more than seven or eight 
miles along tne river, you say? Why, 
Harmon will eat that up!’’ 

Baldwin said Harmon's river flight 
probably would be, as has been sug- 
rested, a round trip, but he said it was 
probable Harmon would want to land at 
the squthern extremity of his course be- 
fore starting back up the river.

CHICAGO, Aug. 31.—Details 


Prof. C. E. Akely’s encounter with an 
elephant while hunting big game in 
Africa were received in Chicago yes- 
terday. 

A few daysago friends heard of the 
injury received by Prof. Akely, who 
was formerly cgnnected with the 
Field Museum of Chicage, but beyoMt 
thé information that he was not fat- 
ally injured there was little else. 


The letter was received by Fred M. 
Stephenson, who, with John T. Me 
Cutcheon, was'a member of the Akely 
hunting party in Africa. 

Akely’s adventures in Afrita . were 
brought to Roosevelt's notice when the 
mighty hunter was President, and they, 
more than anything else, caused him to 
make his trip across the dark continent. 

It was said at thatitime that Akely 
had killed a jaguar with his hands 
after the big cat had knocked him down 
and wounded him severely. 

Had Narrow Exacape. 

Prof. Akely’s letter says: “You may 
wonder just what happened when I 
met the last elephant. Briefly this: 
He took me by surprise, The herd 
was some distance in the bamboos, 
and was upon me with one tusk at 
my chest before I could raise a gun. 
I caught the tusk and: threw myself 
between the tusks, grasping one with 
éach hand. 

“As I went down—he drove his 
tusks into the ground, his trunk 
ones — * and on my ae For 
ie ai 


of 


dowh and I went to sleep. 

“Four hours and a half later I rose 
drenched with the cold mist buried ih 
blood and ants. One eye fortunately 
was in service, and I could see a little 
way off the camp fires and tents of the 
gun bearers and porters, where they 
cooked their food and mourned their 
dead ‘Bwana’. They had left me to 
Allah and the hyenas. 

Manages to Use Voice. 

“My voice was in good shape, and 
hew the curs dig come when I called. 
They took me in and during intervals 
of consciousness I got them to give 
me whisky and beef tea. 

“Dr. Phillip of the Church of- Scot- 
land mission, reached us about 48 hours 
after the ‘collision,’ so I had the best 
of care. There were no bones broken 
except ribs and I don’t know how 
many of these. 

“Why the elephant left me I know 
not. Probably he thought I was fin- 
ished and went for others. But the 
others had all leaked out of the Jand- 
scape. It seems possible that in his 
last drive down he had pushed his tusks 
as far into the earth as he could, which 
accounts for my not being flattened out 
as thin as a wafer.

Interstate Commerce Com- 
misssion Is‘to Take Action, 
He Asserts. 





In an interview with a Post-Dispatch 
reporter, Wednesday, Isaac H. Sayye-, 
chairman of the Joint Conference Com- 
mittee on the abolition of the bridge ar- 
bitrary, intimatéd that the Interstate 
Commerce’ Commission had sent qa rend- 
resentative to St. Louis to investigat* 
coal rates and the bridge arbitrary. 

Sawyer, when askéd whether he had 

conferred with thé fépresentative of the 
commission, declined to answer. 
' “Have you heard,’ he was asked, 
“that the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion has decided to reduce the rate on 
coal from the [Illinois fields into St 
Louis ?”’ 

“It has been so reported,” 
swered. ; 

“Do you believe the report?’ 

**Yes.”’ 

‘Is it true that the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission has investigated the 
terminal question thoroughly and that 
you have cor#fidential information that 
the arbitrary is to be abolished by the 
commission?” 

“There are rumors to that 
Sawyer replied. 

Sawyer stated that the Shippers’ 
Committee intends to continue its ef- 
forts to rid the city of the bridge ar- 
bitrary, but does not care who gets the 
cred@ for its abolition. 

There has been a demand for some 
time that the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission be called into the bridge arbi- 
trary fight.. The friends of the Termf- 
nal Association, in their arguments be- 
fore the .Municipal Assembly in favor 
of the Ranken tract bill, declared that 
the matter of rates and arbitraries 

F to the commissign, 

A fuprestritative of the commission 
has been in St. Louis for several weeks, 
according to authéntic reports, quietly 
and carefully investigating every phase 
of the ‘Terminal’s business, particularly 
the coal rate and arbitrary, and is said 
to have reported that both the rate 
should be reduced and the arbitrary 
abolished. 

Sawyer, who as an éxtensive ship- 
per is in a position to have a pretty 
good insight into the railroad situation, 
said he also understood that the Santa 
Fe railroad was also preparing to en- 
ter St. Louis. This road, he said, would 
greatly affect the Southwestern, rail- 
roads now entering St. Louis. He said 
he thought the business interests of 
the city ought to be loyal to the rail- 
roads operating into and out of this 
city for years, and helping to develop 
the Southwestern business. 

Sawyer said he understood the Santa | 
Fe started to take the income from the | 
short lines carrying lumber in the 
Southwestern States so that it could 
control the traffic and advance the lum- 
ber rates. 

Sawyer also intimated that he had 
been asked to furnish. interrogatories 
for President Ripley of the Santa Fe 
when he appears before the commis- 
sion to testify realtive to discrimina- 
tion against Southwestern short lines. 
He said, however, that he would leave 
that matter to’ the representative of the 
Business Men's League who is now in 
Chicago. He said hé was net at liberty 
to state whether the Interstate Com- 
merce man in St. souls had made an in- 
vestigation of the ‘short line situation in 
the Southwest.

Girl.Is Cured, but Treatment 
Is Administered Still to 
Boy. 


Enormous overdoses of. anti-tetanus 
serum, together with internal adminis- 
trations of chloroform, atropine and 


chlorotone, have effected two extraor- 
dinary recoveries from lockjaw. in and 
near St. Louis, althéugh both cases, be- 
fore admitted to treatment, had. ad- 
vanced to stages usually. considered 
hopeléss. - 

The first case, which physicians at 
the city hospital regard as practically 
cured, is that of Richard Schleter, 9 
years old, who was placed. in the insti- 
tution 12 days after his leg was bruised 
by a fall from a brewery wagon. His 
jaws were locked and the muscles rigid. 
The rigidity had vanished’ Wednesday 
and he was able to swallow: food. 

The other case was that of Loretta 
Monken, 14 years old, of Belleville. 
StepPed on Rusty Nail. 

She stepped on a rusty nail Aug. 1, 
and a week later was placed under 
the care of a physician. Her jaws 
were set, and the spinal curvature, 
characteristic of the disease, had de- 
veloped:. The doctor pronounced her 
cured Wednesday,’ and said he had 
discontinued the serum treatment ave 
days ago. 

Instead of the usual injection of 
500 units of serum, her physician 
administereg 6000 units dally, until a 
total of 60,000 units had been given, 
or a pint and a half. In Schieier’s 
case, doses of 500 units were admin- 
istered every two hours, until 
Wednesday a total 18,000 units 
had been injected.

Martial Welcome for Former 
President at Osawatomie, 
Kan., Battleground.

. OSAWATOMIE, Kan., Aug. 31.—Theo- 


dore Roosevelt announced his position 
on many subjects, and laid down a sort 
ef “Roosevelt platform” today in his 
speech at the dedication of the John 
Brown Park here. 

After a brief introduction, in which 
the speaker referred to John Brown as 
one of the leaders in the fight for free- 
dom, Mr. Roosevelt began his plea for 
the “square deal,’ the abolition of spe- 
cial privileges and equal opportunity for 
everyone. Hie said in part: 

“T stand for the square deal. But 
when I say that I am for the square 
deal I mean not merely that I stand for 
fair play under the present rules of the 
game, but that I stand for having those 
rules changed so as to work for a more 
substantial equality of opportunity, and 
of reward for equally good service. 

“There can be no effective control of 
corporations while their political ac- 
tivity remains. To put an end to it 
will be neither a short nor an easy task, 
but ft can be done. 

“We have .come to recognize that 
franchises should never be granted ex- 
cept for a timited time, and never with- 
out roper provision for compensation 
to’ the publié, ‘It is my personal belief

August, 1910, in St. Louis, was 93 de- 
grees, on the 28d; the lowest was 54, 


on the 26th. 

Last year the highest August tem- 
perature was 98 and the lowest 56. 

The mean temperature for August 
this year was 175.2, which was 5.9 de- 
grees below last year’s record, and 2 de- 
grees below normal. 

During the month there were 18 clear 
days, 8 cloudy and 10 partly cloudy. 
The average daily wind velocity was 7.7 
miles an hour; the highest, 33 miles, on 
the 23d. 

The total amount of rainfall for the 
month was 1.90 inches—.76 of an inch 
below normal. 

The two hottest Augusts on record 
since 1871, when the United . States 
Weather Bureau was established, were 
in 1881 and 1900, when the mean tem- 
perature was 84 degrees. The cdolest 
was in 1875, with a mean temperature 
of 73 degrees.

BERLIN, Aug. — new 
cases of Asiatic cholera, or of suspect- 
ed cholera, were reported last night in 
Berlin and Spandau, a suburb of 70,000 
people, nine miles from Berlin. The 
health authorities told the Post-Dispatch 
correspondent that in all only three 
cases have been definitely established as 
true Asiatic cholera. . Of these, one died 
in Berlin and one died in Spandau. All 
suspected cases are being examined bac- 
teriologically. 

The highest health officials say there, 
is not the slightest probability that the 
disease will spread; that al] the cases 
have been traced to a single original 
source, a fact that should quiet the 
public. Nevertheless, the health au- 
thorities are very active. 

At a conference of the Health and po- 
lice aufhorities today, at which the 
Prussian Minister of Ecclesiastical Af- 
fairs, Instruction and Medical Affairs 
was present, it was determined to en- 
force most strictly the precautionary 
measures being prepared for such an 
emergency. © 

The cholera scare amounts to a panic 
in Spandau. Well-to-do people are hur- 
rying away from there and merchants 
hesitate to accept the delivery of goods 
from supposed infected districts. The 
two cases reported there are in the 
western part of the city in the house 
where the fatal case was found. 

Nobody is eating fruit. Everyone is 
drinking distilled or aerated waters.

Eastern Star Here for 10-Mile Swim 


1910 American . Champion 
Declares Three-Time Win- 
ner of Event Is Out of Con- 


dition. 
H dition, but after one glimpse of 

L. B. Goodwin, the New York 
swimmer, who arrived last night to take 
part in the M. A. C. river marathon, 
another good reason is manifest for the 
failure ef the three-time winner of the 
event to. compete this year. 


That reason is just Goodwin himself. 
“Bud” is a six-foot lad, built like a 
cross between Hercules and Mercury— 
strength tempered by speed. Goodwin 
was here to take part in the national 
championships when they were held at 
Laughlin’s Lake, and he was 16 pounds 
heavier then than today. He is all steel 
cable, developed by constant swimming 
at all distances from ‘he 13-mile Battery 
event at New York to the one-quarter 
mile dash for the national champion- 
ship. 

Most ofthe distance swimmers who 
have competed successfully here Have 
been men of comparatively light avoir- 
dupois. Handy, the winner of the Busch 
Cup, was just a mere wisp beside this 
powerful lad from the East. 

Will Take River Tryout, 

And on his record, as well as on his 
appearance there is nothing to the 
Labor Day évent but Goodwin. The 
only drawback to his chance of victory 
is the mystery to him of the eddies 
and currents of the river. With these 
he will -undertake to familiarize him- 
self in trials during this week. 


Although Goodwin is easily the cham- 
pion swimmer of the -year; he has 
nothing but nice things to say about 
his rival, Handy: 


“I met Handy several times this year. 
I beat him easily, in the Canadian 
championships. He was beaten again 
in the Chicago River swim by McDer- 
mott, conclusively proving that Handy 
is either going back or not up to a 
race. When he is right no man can 
trim this lad without the struggle of 
his life. I used to think that Cc. M. 
Daniels was the only man in the world 
could do it. - 

“Handy told me he is fn no shape to 
make fight for three years more to get 
the new trophy. He had won the old 
one fairly and felt that in the neces- 
sary time to take permanent possession 
of the cup, at least three more years, 
he would be down and out as a cham-

Here’s Goodwin's record for the year:

Followers of the annual 10-mile swim, 
which will be renewed here Labor Day 
with such stars as “Bud” Goodwin of 
New York, McDermott of Chicago, and 
Banks of M. A. C. competing, have been 
wondering at the fast time made by 
the swimmers in previous contests. 
Paddling 10 miles under two hours 
sounds almost reckless; and yet the 
time for the event is lower than this 
figure each year. 

The current is popularly supposed to 
move about four miles an hour, and to 
assist in this marvelous speed. This it 
does to some extent. 

But John C. Meyers, who originated 
the event, says the true explanation of 
the fast time made igs that the race is 
not 10 miles long, but seven and seven- 
eighths miles. 

The start of the event is a few yards 
this side of the intake tower, at the 
Chain of Rocks. The river pilots’ sur- 
vey shows that the distance to the in- 
take tower is 7% miles. This allows for 
the deviations of the current and is 
not as the crow flies, says Meyers. 

Harder Race This Year. 

Meyers says he expects slower time to 
be made by the swimmers this year 
on account of the low stage of the 
water. ‘The current is about two and 
three-quarters miles an hour, and the 
man who wins the event next Monday 
will have to have speed as well as en- 
durance.

~~ THEN KILLS SELF 


‘One Victim of Kansas City 
Man’s Rage Is Dead and the 
Other Fatally Hurt. 


MAKES A WILL FIRST 


Tragedy Occurs When Ef- 
fects Are Being Packed, 
Preparatory to Removal.

KANSAS CITY, Mo.; Aug. 31.—A life 
that included preaching from pulpits of 
Christian churches, service in the Boer 
War, poker games, marriage and separ- 
ation, ended last night when Charles 
S. L. Brown killed oné woman, 
another and killed himself. 

The murdered woman was Mrs. Edith 
Ward. Mrs. Anna Lamphere, whom 
Brown intended to kill first, is at the 
General Hospital with wounds which 
probably will prove fatal. She was 
shot three times, one bullet entering 
her left shoulder, another her neck and 
the third the back of her head. 

The shooting took place at 903% 


East Fifteenth street where the two, 


women roomed. Brown, who lived in 
Kansas City, Kan., -had left his wife, 
who is now in Lees Summit. Up to 
last March, Brown had been living 
with Mrs. Lamphere, whd ts divorced. 
Quarrel Follows Pian to Move. 

The cause of the shooting was a 
quarrel between Brown and Mrs. 
Lamphere, who planned to move from 
the East Fifteenth street address to 
start a boarding house with Mrs. 
Ward as a partner. 

Mrs. Lamphere and Brown had been 
living apart since a quarrel last 

_ spring. Brown's first visit since then 
was Friday. Yesterday afternoon he 
called on Mrs. Lamphere and found 
her packing and preparing to move. 

“You'll never move from here alive,”’ 
he told her. 

After a brief quarrel, Brown went 
away. He returned last night about 
7 o'clock, but this time he came in by 
the rear stairs. Both of the women 
were in the room packing their trunks. 

“IT said you were not going to move,” 
Brown said when he had softly closed 
the door. 

“It looks as if you are wrong,’’ Mrs. 
Lamphere said, indicating the open 
trunk. 

“Tt’s good-night for all of us,”’ Brown 
said in the same steady voice. “If you 
don’t believe it, read my farewell,’ and 
he placed a piece of cardboard in her 
hand. On the back of this was a care- 
fully written note and Mrs. ,Lamphere 
laid aside a skirt she was carrying to 
read it. The note follows: 

Fred—Collect my firing and en- 
gine inspector's check from the Rock 
Island and pay Mrs. Thomas my 
room and board. Get my.steel boat 
‘at the wharf of Turkey Creek. I 
owe Mrs. Wolberg $60." Most of it 
she made me borrow as my wife.

Hugh K. Wagner Enters Upon 
Technicalities Regarding “Me- 
chanical Equivalents.” .

The bill probably will be changed to 
make it obligatory upon the company to 
haul coal into St. Louis from the Illinols 
mines at 30. cents a ton and include 
local switching charges in that rate. 

The bill will be reported to the Council 
when it meets Oct. 4. Councilman 
Schutz is chairman of the Public Im- 
provements Committee, which has had 
the bill under ‘consideration. He has 
been at his desk at the City Hall every 
day. working out the details of his 
amendments, while other Councilmen 
were having a vacation.

Report Shows 13 Miners Were 
Killed Last Year Out of 
5406 Employed. 


The coal mines of St. Clair County, 
Ill., produced 4,180,064 tons of coal dur- 
ing the fiscal year ending June 30, ac- 
cording to the annual report of County 
Mine Inspector Thomas C. Wright. The 
value of the coal at the mines was $1 a 
ton. 

The St. ‘Clair County mines, owing 
to the heavy outside demand for coal, 
are now producing 900,000 tons a month. 
This is the heaviest production of any 
mines in the State. 

The report shows that 5406 miners were 
employed, and that 13 were killed. In 
blasting the coal 2,563,750 pounds of pow- 
der were used.

THE OUTPUT OF GOLD. 
By increasing the liquor tax the British Gov- 
ernment found that instead of augmenting the 
revenues, it diminished the sale of liquor. By 
increasing the tax on high-priced tobacco, the 
French Government found it had reduced its 
income by reducing the consumption of that kind 
of tobacco. So now there has been started in 
this country an agitation to reduce the output 
of gold by putting a tax on it.

Gold is more 
‘widely distributed than any other metal, It is 
found almost everywhere in considerable quan- 
tities, It has been costly only because of the 
difficulty of separating it from the sand or baser 
ores with which it is mixed. Science and me- 
chanical ingenuity have largely overcome these 
obstacles, and now the outpour of gold is a 
veritable flood and increases every year. 
When the discovery of the rich mines of 
Mexico and Peru flooded Europe with silver in 
the sixteenth century, the éffect of the change 
in the value of money produced economic and 
social disturbances that, according to some au- 
thorities could be traced for 200 years after. 
wards. Just what will be the ultimate effect of 
the increased output of gold in our generation 
is not clear. It has already disturbed values 
throughout the civilized world. By means of tar- 
iffs and trusts and augmented interest rates, 
the big financiers are trying to protect them- 
selves against producers who, by getting high 
Tiprices, are able to pay off old debts contract- 
ed when prices were low. But the tax on ‘the 
gold output! What statesman will propose it?.

As law enforcement seems to be the ofder of 
the day, I desire to call attention to a law that 
is being violated every day with impunity to 
the detriment of the girls of our city. 

R. 8. 1899, p. 550-1. Sec. 1858 provides’as fol- 
lows: It shall be the duty of all employers of 
females in any mercantile business or occupa- 
tion to provide and maintain suitable seats for 
the use of such female employes, at or beside 


to permit the use of such seats by employes, 
to such an extent as may be reasonable for the 
preservation of their health; and any violation 
of this section by any employer shall be deemed 
a misdemeanor, and, on being convicted, he shall 
be punished by a fine not exceeding $25. S6ec. 
1259 also provides as follows: Every person or 
corporation. employing females in any manufac- 
turing ‘or mercantile establishment in this State 
shall provide suitable seats for the use of the 
fsmales so employed and permit the use of said 
seats, etc. 

Why should the department and other stores 
be permitted to violate this law from day to 
day? A visit to any one of them will convince 
one that the law is being grossly violated. So 
please help the girls by calling attention to the 
fact.

N the same night that Heller was visited by the lions we 
had to fight fire in the main camp. At noon we noticed 
two fires come toward us, and could soon hear their roar- 

ing. The tall, thick grass was like tinder; and if we let the fires 
reach camp we were certain to lose everything-wé had. 

So Loring, Mearns, Kermit and I, who were in camp, got out 
the porters and cut a lane around our tents and goods; and then 


started a back fire, section after section, from the other side ot 


this lane. 


We kept every one ready, with branches and wet gunny-sacks, 


and lit each section in turn, so that we could readily beat out the 


flames at any point where they threatened. The air was still. and 
soon after nightfall our back fire had burnt fifty or a hundred 
yards away from camp, and the danger was practically over.

“CURB” MARKET 
CHANGE 10 
BE REOPENED 


Trading Will Be~Resumed 
Following Similar Action 
in Chicago. 


The directors of the Merchants’ Ex- 
change are considering the reopening 
of the “curb: market,” which was 
abandoned recently, following similar 
action by the Chicago Board of Trade 
and other important exchanges. 

While trading in privileges has 
been declared illegal in Missouri and 
lilinois, members of the Merchants’ 
Exchange and Board of Trade con- 
tend that insurance, through buying 
or selling privileges, is not neces- 
sary in handling large lines of grain, 
and have been working out a system 
of trading which they assert will con- 
form to the law. 

Tuesday the Chicago Board of Trade 
posted for vote of members a new rule 
for privileges, on the indemnity insur- 
ance plan, which is held to be legal un- 
der a decision of Judge Mack in the 
Appellate Court, when one has an in- 
surable interest. 

A commission house cannot take an 
order to buy’ an indemnifying insurance 
unless the customer has something to 
insure. At the same time any one can 
sell one. 

The rule has been indorsed by the 
board attorney, H. 8S. Robbins. It pro- 
vides for running the trades through the 
clearing house and eliminating the gam- 
bling feature of the old rule. 

There is a penalty of suspension for 
the first and expulsion for the second 
violation. : 

A favorable vote on the ruling in Chi- 
cago will assure the immediate reopen- 
ing of the curb market here, directors 
of the exchange say.

Foreign. Markets Lower— 
Movement of New Wheat 
Still Heavy. 


The sellers of wheat pressed their 
advantage slightly further today, al- 


though trading was quiet and again 
controlled by the professionals. Market 
news was Slightly mixed, but on the 
whole bearish. A late rally lifted prices 
slightly and the close showed smal! 
gains. 

Liverpool values were again weak and 
lower on American cables and good 
grading of new wheat arriving at Win- 
nipeg. Free acceptances of Russian 
wheat on bids made Tuesday at 6d de- 
cline and clearing weather in the United 
Kingdom were bearish influences. Spot 
markets were weak. 

Domestic weather conditions were fa- 
vorable to the new wheat movement 
and growing corn, and although expert 
reports were bearish they were ignored. 

Snow's reports from country agents 
continue to show further local discour- 
agement over corn, particularly east of 
the Mississippi River. Returns that are 
complete enough to be fairly indicative 
show a decided drop in condition of crop 
since Aug. 1, in Ohio, Michigan, Indi- 
ana and Kentucky, with slight declines 
in Iowa, Missouri and Illinois. 

Local observers are failing to find the 
recovery following the bréaking of the 
drouth that traveling representatives 
have assumed. 

Chicago reported new corn being 
offered 4@5c under May, for December 
and January shipment, and not accept- 
ed, elevators not wanting ft. 

There are no indications of a revival 

of export demands, although prices 
have now declined close around the low 
point on the present downward drift. 
Bids are still out of line with foreign 
offers and until a change for the better 
comes the trade sees little to encourage 
large speculative buying. 
. Minneapolis arrivals of wheat today 
totaled 399 cars, against 347 last week, 
289 last year. Duluth had 190 cars, 
against 139 last week and 162 last year. 
Winnipeg had 89 cars, against 70 last 
‘year.
